Donnelly A Co., the Heaviest Contractors, eo Com- 
mence Work at Once.

Mr. John Donelly, of the firm of Condon & 
Co,, who last Monday were awarded the con- 
trat by the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad company for seven miles of 
the Red Clay connection, was in the city yes- 
terday, making preliminary arrangements for 
the commencement of work, and left yester- 
day for the locality, and will at once commence 
preparing a camp, so that operations can com- 
meéence in carnest next week. 

Condon & Co’s., contract will amount to 
abiout $180,000, and the entire cost to about 
$240,000. The company in awarding the con- 
tract had an cye single to the ability of the 
bidder tofinish the work within the specified 
time, July 1, 1882, as it estimated a loss of 
10,000 per month by the non-completion of 
the work by that time. <A large portion of 
the expenditures will be made in this city. 
Condon & Co: will purchase all their proyis- 
ions, Castings, irons, ete., in this city, and 
the contractors at this end of the line will 
probably purchase their entire supplies here. 
Cg@ndon & Co. propose to put five hundred 
men to work as sogn as possible. 

The line of the road has been slightly 
shffted, and it will tap the East Tennessee 
nin stem about one mile this side of Qolte- 
wah, which will take about one-quarter of a 
utile fronr the branch, and make the distance 
frem Chattanooga to Dalton,via Red Clay, but 
three-quarters of a mile more than via the 
Western and Atlantic railroad.

New On_LEaANs, November 4.—The Democrat has 
re@eived a number of special dispatehes concerning 
th@ condition of the. cotton crop, of which the fol 
loWing is a summary: 

Alabama—Rain and frost have occurred. Weather 
fine and cool and good for picking, which will soon 
be ever. 

Arkansas—The cotton crop in some sections of the 


| state is all gathered, but nut yet marketed, in con- 
| sequence of rain lately, but the rain has damaged 


the crop very slightly except to interfere with the 
picking of the crop. The estimate is now smaller 
than itwas a month ago. The farmers are hold- 
ine back their cotton for better-prices. 

Florida—Weather good for picking, which is nearly 
finished. Two-thirds of the crop has been mar- 
keted. 

Georgia—The past week has been favorable for 
gathering.

Awing a Steamer Against a Bridge Pier, Doing Great 
Damage. 

KEOKUK, lowa, November5,.—The palatial passen- 
ger packet, War Eagle, in attempting to pass 
| through a draw of the Keokuk and Hamiiton 
bridge was baffled by the eddies and cross currents 
and swung around against the bridge, breaking out 
one span and entailing a dqamage amounting to 
$150,000 to the bridge. Theclerk of the steamer says: 
The captain and two pilots were in the pilot- 
house when the whistle blew for the bridge, and I 
heard the bells tostop the boats headway. I then 
saw that we were broadside to the bridge, an« that 
the boat was backing strong. I instantly ran into 
the cabin and threw up both hands to give the 
alarm. I caught hold of one lady and cried out to 
'the rest to follow me as the boat was 
going to strike the bridge. We all passed out of 

the after door on the starboard guard, reaching 

_there justas the crash of the collision of the boat 
against the bridge came. I kept calling to the pas- 
sengers. who seemed to be bewildered, to get out 
on the hurricane deck. As they did not seem to 
uuderstand. I led the way and they followed, sey- 
eral ladies clinging to me. As soon asthe boat 
struck the bridge the span gave way witha fearful 
crash. I looked forward and saw that she was 
leaning on the west pier, her stern having cleared 
the east pier where the break in the bridge occur 
red und saw the people climbing from the boat on 
to the bridge.

The most of 
the passengers were safely landed. When
